BE it enacted by Parliament in the Fifty - fifth Year ofthe Republic ofIndia as follows:--- 
1. This Act may be called the Andhra Pradesh Legislative Council Act, 2004 . 

2 . In thisAct, unless the context otherwise requires, each of the wordsand expressions 
used herein and not defined but defined in the Representation of the People Act, 1950 , shall 
have the samemeaning as in that Act. 

3. (1) As from such date as the President may by order appoint, there shall be a 
Legislative Council for the State ofAndhra Pradesh ; and as from that date, in sub -clause (a ) 
of clause (1) of article 168 ,after the words “ States of” , the words “ Andhra Pradesh " , shall be 
inserted .

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( 2) In the said Council, there shall be 90 seats of which 

(a ) the numbers to be filled by persons elected by the electorates referred to in 
sub -clauses (a ), (b ) and (c ) of clause (3 ) of article 171 shall be 31, 8 and 8 respectively ; 

(b ) the number to be filled by persons elected by themembers of the Legislative 
Assembly of Andhra Pradesh in accordance with the provisions of sub -clause (d ) of 
the said clause shall be 31; and 

(c ) the number to be filled by persons nominated by the Governor of 
Andhra Pradesh in accordance with the provisions of sub -caluse (e) of that clause 
shall be 12 . 

( 3) As soon as may be after the commencement of this Act, the President, after 
consultation with the Election Commission , shall , by order, determine 

(a ) the constituencies into which the State of Andhra Pradesh shall be divided 
for the purpose of elections to the said Council under each of the sub -clauses (a ), (6 ) 
and (c ) of clause (3) of article 171; 

(b) the extent of each constituency; and 

(c ) the number of seats to be allotted to each constituency. 
(4) As soon as may be after such determination , steps shall be taken to constitute the 
said Council in accordance with the provisions of this Act, the Representation of the People 

Act, 1950 and the Representation of the People Act, 1951 .

SEC . 2 ] 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Under article 169( 1) of the Constitution , Parliamentmay, by law , provide for the creation 
of a Legislative Council in a Ştate having no such Council, if the Legislative Assembly of the 
State passes a resolution to that effectby a majority of the totalmembership of the Assembly 
and by a majority of not less than two- thirds of the Members of the Assembly present and 
voting . The Legislative Assembly of the State of Andhra Pradesh passed a resolution on the 
8th July, 2004 in terms of article 169 ( 1) of the Constitution for the creation of Legislative 
Council in that State . It is accordingly proposed to provide for the creation of Legislative 
Council for the State of Andhra Pradesh . The said Council will have the same number ofseats 
as it had when it was abolished by the Andhra Pradesh Legislative Council (Abolition ) Act, 
1985 ,with effect from the 1st June, 1985. 


2 . The Bill seeks to achieve the said objects and also provides for matters supplemental, 
incidental and consequential to the creation of such Council.
